WASHINGTON As the Martin Luther Kingjr. Nation- 
al Memorial was officially dedicated Sunday, speakers 
called for carrying on the slain civil rights leader’s ide- 
als and values and confronting issues including bully- 
ing and social and economic justice for all Americans. 

“Nearly 50 years after the March on Washington, 
our work— Dr. King’s work— is not yet complete,” 
President Obama said at the dedication ceremony 

The nation faces many challenges, he said, includ- 
ing an ailing economy substandard education, war 
and tragedy Progress can often be a slow and painful 
process, he said. During the civil rights movement, 
“progress was purchased through enduring the smack 
of billy clubs and the blast of fire hoses. It was bought 
with days in jail cells and nights of bomb threats.” 

The memorial site, which features a striking 30- 
foot statue of King, lies between the Lincoln Me- 
morial and the Thomas Jefferson Memorial on the 
National Mall. 


DELAYED DEDICATION 

The monument to Martin Luther King Jr. was due 
to have been dedicated Aug. 28, the anniversary of 
the 1963 March on Washington, when King deliv- 
ered his world-altering “I Have a Dream” speech, but 
Hurricane Irene forced the event to be postponed. 


Obama noted that King “will stand for all time, 
among monuments to those who fathered this nation 
and those who defended it. A black preacher, no offi- 
cial rank or title, somehow gave voice to our deepest 
dreams and our most lasting ideas.” 

Other speakers at the dedication included the Rev 
A 1 Sharpton; the Rev. Joseph Lowery; actresses Cic- 
ely Tyson, Diahann Carroll and 12-year-old Amandla 
Stenberg; and Marian Wright Edelman, founder and 
president of the Children’s Defense Fund. 

Aretha Franklin sang “Take My Hand, Precious 
Lord,” a tune she said King often requested.

“It is notan apt 
reportage of what 
Dr. King said. It is an 
edited statement.” 

The memorial’s 
executive architect, 
Ed Jackson, stood 
by the wording and 
said there are no 
plans to alter the 
structure.

that it’d be a mistake not to capitalize on that 
and keep doing what we want to do,” Scott- 
Tunkin said. 

To help fund the game’s creation, Young 
Horses in June launched a campaign on Kick- 
starter, a popular “crowd-funding” website, and 
raised $24,320 from 68 backers. Some mem- 
bers of the team also work part-time jobs and 
contribute part of their income to the cause. 

The studio considered seeking money from 
a bigger publisher but opted to stay indepen- 
dent for the sake of creative control. 

‘After talking to a lot of other indie devel- 
opers, we decided the plan would be to have 
as little outside investment as possible just 
so we can own more of the actual intellectual 
property later on down the line,” the com- 
pany’s COO and programmer, Kevin Geisler, 
said. “We like the idea of having the freedom 
of doing whatever we want with ‘Octodad.’ ”

Is that octopus wearing a suit and tie? 
Let’s see the major game studios try that

It sounds at first like the nerdiest season of “The Real World" MTV never taped: 
Six guys, all recent DePaul graduates from the video game development 
program, stuffed themselves, some laptops, Xboxes and other worldly possessions 
into a modest five-bedroom apartment in North Center. 


Aside from exchanging dirty jokes and a 
few other shenanigans, the arrangement that 
began in July is as much about business as 
pleasure. “The Corral,” as they’ve affection- 
ately nicknamed their living room, doubles as 
the office ofYmng Horses— a brand new vid- 
eo game studio. The mission: to finish their 
aquatic pet project “Octodad 2”— a wacky ad- 
venture game about an octopus that masquer- 
ades as a regular human father— by the end of 
their one-year lease in July 2012. 

“It’s a bit of a risk we’re taking, but we’re all 
young and don’t have a lot of responsibilities 
and houses and families and kids,” said Devin 
ScottTunkin, 27, one of the studio’s program- 
mers and CFO. “This is really our time and 
our shot to take that risk and make this awe- 
some game we’ve got.” 

Vblcome to the brave new world of DIY 
independent game developing, a small seg- 
ment of the multibillion-dollar video game 
industry that is growing steadily despite a va- 
riety of challenges. 

Most mainstream video games — the “Call 
of Dutys” and “Grand Theft Autos” of the 
world— boast big budgets and massive teams 
of several hundred people that allow com- 
panies to create virtual worlds with lifelike 
graphics and Hollywood-style production 
values. On the other end of the development 
spectrum are ragtag teams or individuals who 
are piecing together indie games that attempt 


to make up in quirk and charm what they lack 
in hyper-realistic visuals. 

“What we try to offer is a very focused and 
condensed game experience,” independent 
game developer Frin Robinson said, “'['here’s 
a lot of minimalism — finding a nugget of awe- 
some and building on that.” 

Robinson, 25, of Naperville, has found 
enough success creating small games such as 
the PC game “Puzzlebots” that she formed her 
own label, Ivy Games, and recently announced 
her new project called “Gravity Ghost.” 

She also is the co-founder of Indie City 
Games, a semi-monthly meetup for Chicago 
indie game developers who w r ant to get to- 
gether and show off their projects. According 
to Robinson, Chicago’s indie game scene is on 
the rise thanks to art and video game devel- 
opment programs at schools such as DePaul, 
Columbia College and Flashpoint Academy 
These programs are helping establish a sizable 
community of 20-something gamemakers. 

“Indie game development can be a lonely 
experience, so having this community is a 
great way to get feedback and ask, I ike /Is this 
game I’ve been working on for six months 
even cool?’ ” Robinson said. 

The guys of Young Horses realized they 
were on to something great while working on 
an extracurricular project at DePaul in 2010. 
A team of 20 students created the first “Oc- 
todad” with the intention of submitting it to

the Independent Games Festival in March. 
The idea was to make a game both comedic 
and unique, 

“We actually tackled one of the hardest 
things to do in life, and that’s being a father,” 
said “Octodad” game designer Majdi Badri, 

“'Ybu know, Mario can leap over spikes and 
lava, but the hardest thing is being a dad. We 
assume that at least,” 

Out of approximately 300 student-made 
games submitted, “Octodad” finished in the 
Top 8. The game also managed considerable 
buzz from tech media and gamers themselves — 
who downloaded the game more than 100,000 
times directly from the “Octodad” website. 

The surprising success of their game prompt- 
ed eight members of the team to form their 
own game studio and start work on a sequel. 

“We had such a great response that I think 
a lot of us realized that we had so many fans

No guns— 
just antique 
furniture 


“Kentucky Route Zero” sounds almost intention- 
ally created to put off mainstream gamers fed by a 
steady diet of shooters and action games. 

The brainchild of two Art Institute gradu- 
ates— Jake Elliott, 29, of Logan Square, andTamas 
Kemenczy, 27, of Ukrainian Village— “KRZ” is a 
slow, dialogue-based game whose main protagonist 
is an antique-furniture deliveryman who explores 
mysterious caves in Kentucky 

But the unique setting, arty style and Bluegrass 
soundtrack of the game’s trailer spurred plenty 
of interest, helping Elliott and Kemenczy to raise 
more than $8,500 on Kickstarter to develop 
“KRZ.” 

They expect to release the game for PC some- 
time this fall. RedEye spoke with the duo behind 
this upcoming indie game. r.s. 

What’s the story behind Kentucky Route Zero? 

Jake Elliott: My girlfriend is from Kentucky so I 
was down there visiting her family and was taken at 
how beautiful it was. I started doing research— my 
background is writing— and I looked into what kind 
of literary stuff I wanted to bring into the game. I 
was reading Southern Gothic fiction like Tennessee 
Williams and magical realist fiction. So that’s the 
direction we decided to go. 

Tamas Kemenczy: Visually it’s very sparse and 
minimalistic. One of our goals is to give the game a 
stagelike appearance, a fantastical appearance with 
the lighting and everything. Even the dialogue looks 
like it’s from the manuscript of a stage play 

Can you explain the setting of the game? 

JE: It’s set in a non-time. It’s 20th century, but it 
doesn’t have a specific date, and we sort of mix 
things from different eras. We also hired a local 
band to do old bluegrass songs and weird ambient 
electronic pieces for the game. There’s a really rich 
cultural history from the American South that’s 
complicated but it’s very interesting. It’s frustrating 
that video games haven’t portrayed that part of the 
country very well or very fairly It’s kind of clas- 
sist. We were sensitive to that; we got emails from 
people after we released the trailer with expecta- 
tions of the negative Southern stereotypes. 


But the super small budget also meant 
the team had to be creative in renting an 
office. To save money, six members of the 
team moved in together and created a 
workplace by cramming desks and com- 
puters into the living room. The arrange- 
ment has worked out well so far for Young 
Horses despite some initial reservations. 

“The desks are really close together, 
and no one has privacy, so you’d imagine 


that people would get irritated at being in 
the same place, and want to get away” said 
designer John Murphy 27, who also serves 
as Young Horses’ CEO. “But it seems like 
people are doing a good job and knowing 
when to escape and have figured out how 
not to have roommate drama on top of of- 
fice drama. “ 

In the end, the Young Horses team 
has high hopes that all their hard work in 


tight quarters will eventually pay off and 
they will be able to distribute “Octodad 
2” on the PC digital distribution service 
Steam or on Xbox’s Live service in the 
summer. 

ScottTunkin thinks they are on to 
something great. “It’s a lovably strange 
game, and we think that’s the recipe for 
great success.”

Are you surprised the game is getting so much 
attention? 

JE: It’s different than a lot that’s out there and I think 
it’s intriguing to people.

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Out of 
the park 

Police orchestrate arrest of 
175 protesters in Grant Park

With two international summits coming to Chicago in just seven 
months, the city got a chance to conduct a trial run early Sunday 
in arresting a large group of protesters without it escalating into 
violence. 

Throughout Saturday evening, police remained in constant 
contact with organizers of the Occupy Chicago demonstrations, 
warning that anyone remaining in Grant Park after the 11 p.m, 
curfew, violating a city ordinance, risked being hauled off to jail, 
city officials said. 

Mayor Emanuel was kept abreast of the situation, receiving 
regular updates from police Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
said Chris Mather, the mayor’s spokeswoman. 

“The mayor made it clear that he wanted protesters to have 
ample warning that the park was closing as well as time to leave 
should they choose to do so,” Mather said. 

Occupy Chicago organizer Kelvin Ho said about 500 protest- 
ers who had camped out at the park Saturday night were divided 
into color-coded groups— red for those who did not want to be 
arrested, yellow for those who were undecided and green for 
those who were willing to remain behind and go to jail. 

At 12:45 a m > McCarthy made the call for police to move in 
and arrest anyone remaining in the park. Shortly after 1 a.m., po- 
lice began leading 175 people away in handcuffs. 

“Demonstrators were in violation of the law, and it is the obli- 
gation of police to enforce the law,” Mather said. 

Police officials determined they could not allow the more than 
2,000 protesters to spend the night in the public park because it 
would be harder to get them out in the coming days, according to

a police source familiar with the events. 

It also would set a bad precedent for dealing with the thou- 
sands of demonstrators expected to converge on Chicago from 
around the world during the G-8 and NATO summits that will 
be held simultaneously in May, the source said. 

The last thing Chicago wants, according to political analysts, 
is a repeat of the violent confrontations that occurred during the 
2000 G-8 summit in Seattle. Chicago also still has the stigma of 
the bloody riots at the 1968 Democratic National Convention 
that haunted then-Mayor Richard J. Daley throughout the re- 
mainder of his career. 


Global effect 

The Occupy Wall Street movement spread to the 
streets of Europe, Asia and Australia over the 
week end-and took a particularly violent turn in 
Rome. Firefighters battled a blaze at an Interior 
Ministry building near Porta San Giovanni in Rome, 
the main gathering site of the Italian protesters. The 
mayor s office said 70 people-including 40 police of- 
ficers-were injured. 


Assault with a cupcake? 

In the heat of a domestic dispute, a Chicago woman 
pelted her husband with cupcakes before police ar- 
rived to arrest her Saturday night, authorities said. 
TTie sweet evidence of her crime was visible on 
her husband’s head and shirt when officers re- 
sponded to the home in Brighton Park on the 
Southwest Side, according to a police report. 

On Sunday morning, Cook County Circuit 
Judge Adam D. Bourgeois Jr. ordered electronic 
monitoring for the woman and a $10,000 bond. She 
is charged with a misdemeanor count of domestic 
battery.

GOP’s Cain 
defends 
his ‘9-9-9* 
tax plan 

D WASHINGTON Republican presidential 
candidate Herman Cain acknowledged 
Sunday his “9-9-9” tax reform plan would 
raise taxes on some Americans, but he denied 
criticism it would help the rich while hurting 
the poor. 

“Some people will pay more. But most peo- 
ple will pay less,” Cain, a former chief execu- 
tive of Godfather’s Pizza who has never held 
elected office, 
said on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” 
program. 

The acknowl- 
edgment of high- 
er taxes could 
give ammuni- 
tion to a growing 
number of Cain 
critics, including 
anti-tax crusader Grover Norquist, who op- 
poses his plan. 

Cain entered the presidential race as a long 
shot but has recently shown signs of front- 
runner status with backing from fiscally con- 
servative Tea Party activists who believe his 
plan would lead to lower federal taxes. 

“Who would pay more? The people who 
spend more money on new goods. The sales 
tax only applies to people who buy new goods, 
not used goods. That’s a big difference,” Cain 
told NBC. 


BEHIND THE 
NUMBERS 

The 9-9-9 plan would 
replace the U.S. tax 
code with a 9 percent 
income tax, a 9 per- 
cent corporate tax 
and a new 9 percent 
national sales tax. 



Despite its popularity in some quarters, 
Cain’s 9-9-9 plan is under fire from across the 
political spectrum and from independent an- 
alysts who say it would raise taxes on the poor 
and middle class. 

Norquist said in a recent interview he wor- 
ries all three taxes in Cain’s plan could be 
raised in the future.

With a conclu- 
sion to the NBA 
lockout nowhere 
in sight, 2012 
looks like a great 
opportunity for 
the UFC to return 
to Chicago, 

It’s been three 
years since the 
largest mixed 
martial arts 
organization came 
to Chicago, and 
basketball fans' 
loss can be fight 
fans’ gain. Glanc- 
ing at 2012, from January through March 
there are seven Saturdays when the Bulls 
would have home games. However, if the 
NBA season is canceled, the UFC can 
inquire to stage an event at the United 
Center instead. 

UFC 90, the organization’s last trip to 
Chicago, took place in 2008 at Allstate 
Arena. The main event that night was 
Anderson Silva vs. Patrick Cote; Cote suf- 
fered a knee injury in the third round and 
Silva was given the victory to reclaim his 
middleweight championship. Fans walked 
away disappointed with not only that 
fight but with the other lackluster bouts 
on the card. 

There were rumors that UFC 123 was 
ticketed for Allstate Arena or the United 
Center, but that November 2010 event 
ended up in Detroit. The dates the UFC 
wanted in Chicago were booked by the 
Bulls and Blackhawks and the company 
wants to expand its attendance numbers, 
ruling out some of the city’s smaller 
venues. 

There has been talk the past few weeks 
that the UFC will return to the United 
Center in 2012. That arena can hold 
23,000, which would help the UFC with 
its expansion goals. 

There are plenty of MMA fans who 
want to see sport live in Chicago. With 
the Bellator Fighting Championships 
likely not returning soon, this would be 
the perfect opportunity to cater to the 
fans here and assemble a great card. 

If and when the NBA lockout is 
extended into the spring and the United 
Center begins to look for fillers for vacant 
dates, I hope the UFC makes a point to 
put itself at the top of that list.

Racetrack tragedy 

Two-time Indy 500 winner Wheldon dies in 15-car crash 


LAS VEGAS Driver 
Dan Wheldon died 
Sunday after a mas- 
sive, fiery wreck at 
the Las Vegas Indy 
300. He was 33. 

The native of Eng- 
land, who won the In- Wheldon 
dianapolis 500 for the 

second time this May, won 16 times in his Indy- 
Car career and was the series champion in 2005. 
He was airlifted from the Las Vegas track at 1:19 
p.m. local time Sunday and taken to a nearby 
hospital, becoming the first IndyCar driver to 
die on the track since rookie Paul Dana was 
killed in practice on the morning of race day at 
Homestead-Miami Speedway in 2006. 

As word began to spread that his injuries 
were fatal, those at the track could not control 
their tears. TV cameras captured Ashley Judd, 
the wife of IndyCar champion Dario Franchit- 
ti, dabbing at her eyes shortly before the offi- 
cial word came. 

The remainder of the race was canceled. 
Drivers solemnly returned to the track for a 
five-lap tribute to Wheldon, almost all of them 
hiding their eyes behind dark sunglasses after 
being told their colleague was gone. As Roger 
Penske met with his team trackside and other 
drivers simply hugged those around them, 
IndyCar CEO Randy Bernard made the an- 
nouncement of Wheldon’s death. 

When drivers returned to the track, Whel- 
don’s No. 77 was the only one on the towering 
scoreboard. Franchitti sobbed uncontrollably 
as he got back into his car for the tribute laps. 


THE FINISH LINE 


M lt was like a movie 
scene which they 
try to make as gnarly as 
possible. It was debris 
everywhere across the 
whole track. You could 
smell the smoke; you 
could see the billow- 
ing smoke on the back 
straight from the car.” 

-Danica Patrick, who was competing in her 
final IndyCar race 


Over speakers at the track, the song “Danny 
Boy” blared, followed by ‘Amazing Grace” as 
hundreds of crew workers from each team 
stood solemnly. 

The race was only minutes old when Whel- 
don was one of 15 cars involved in a wreck that 
started when two cars touched tires. Several 
cars burst into flames, and debris was all over 
the track, some of the impact so intense that 
workers needed to patch holes in the asphalt. 

Video replays showed Wheldon’s car turn- 
ing over as it went airborne and sailing into 
what’s called the “catch fence,” which sits over 
the SAFER barrier that’s designed to give a bit 
when cars make contact.

Panini are all $8, whether filled with pesto- 
slathered chicken, roasted veggies or turkey 
pastrami and prosciutto, and the salad mista 
(arugulawith radishes, cherry tomatoes, car- 
rots, zucchini, cucumbers and mozzarella) is 
a respectable $7. The pizza menu tops out at 
$12 for the fancier pies, but half the choices 
(such as pepperoni and Sicilian cabbage, 
smoked ham and mushrooms or goat cheese 
with roasted tomato) are $7.50-89. 

Best value: The pasta. Huge seashell-shaped 
bowls start at $7.50 for basic sauces such as

arrabbiata (spicy tomato) and aglio e lio (olive 
oil with chili and garlic), and you can choose 
from a handful of different pastas, including 
harder-to-find types such as ruffled-edge 
campanelle. Thanks to the auto-timed pasta 
makers behind the counter, our pasta funghi 
($9) with cream sauce and mushrooms was 
perfectly al dente. 

Note: With its large staff manning multiple 
stations, everything seems to be optimized 
for efficiency, but not everyone had the hang 
of it during our visit. The staffers helping 
us left the basil off our pizza and couldn’t 
tell the difference between the Aranciata 
and Limonata in the beverage case— which 
reminded us we were indeed in Lincoln Park, 
not Rome. Pizzas take longer than every- 
thing else, so plan your ordering strategy 
accordingly.
